Legislation introduced 
to protect coastline 


Teacher's 'round house' 
part of a total scheme 


$6 billion 
jobless bill 
may get veto 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Calling on 
conservationists to “ re-enlist in the fight 
to save the coast.” a Democratic Senate 
leader Tuesday introduced sweeping 
legislation to permanently limit develop­ 
ment along California’s 1.072 miles of 
seashore 
The massive bill (SB1579) embodies 
the bulk of the California Coastal Plan, a 
443page blueprint for preserving the 
scenic shoreline that was spawned by 
voter passage of the 1972 coastline in­ 
itiative. 
Senate Finance Committee Chairman 
Anthony C. Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, 
sponsor of the legislation, predicted an 
“ extremely difficult” battle for the bill 
in the Senate, which has defeated com­ 
prehensive coastline measures five 
times since 1967. 
Supported by the Sierra Club and other 
environmentalist groups, the bill 
generally gives the public highest 
priority to access and use of the coast. 
Among its complex provisions, the 
legislation would attempt to direct new 
coastal construction projects to those 
areas already developed. It would sharp­ 
ly restrict any construction in natural 
habitat areas and, in some instances, 
require that marshlands and the like be 
restored to their natural state. 


Beilenson described the bill at a news 
conference as seeking “ to protect the 
scenic beauty of the coast, to encourage 
its orderly and balanced development, to 
guarantee public access, to plan for the 
siting of energy facilities and power 
plants, and to increase the opportunities 
for public recreation along the coast.” 


Beilenson said he hoped the proposal 
would be embraced by Gov. Edjmund G. 
Brown Jr. 


In his State-of-the-State message last 
month, Brown made reference to the 


coastal in itia tive and told the 
legislature. “ It is now up to us to fulfill 
the mandate of the people and devise 
reasonable rules to control the use and 
the development of this very precious 
resource ” 
The measure would temporarily leave 
intact the system established under the 
initiative of regulating seashore develop­ 
ment through state and regional coastal 
commissions 
By 1981. however, local government 
agencies along the ocean would have to 
bring their local zoning and planning 
programs into conformity with the new 
state coastline law. The regional com­ 
missions would then expire and local 
agencies would take responsibility for 
developments under the eye of a perma­ 
nent state commission 
Beilenson stressed that passage of the 
1972 initiative was only one step toward 
controlling coastal development and un­ 
less the legislature acts this year, the 
state and regional commissions will die. 
“ The thousands of dedicated and con­ 
cerned citizens who fought for the in­ 
itiative measure will have to re-enlist in 
the fight to save the coast,” the senator 
declared. 


Beilenson said the same organizations 
that have traditionally opposed such 
coastline bills — builders, developers, 
construction unions, utilities and oil 
companies — “ are already geared up to 
attack this bill.” 


Both sides in the struggle, the en­ 
vironmentalists and the developers, have 
threatened to mount separate initiative 
drives if they turn up on the losing end of 
the legislative struggle. 


The first committee test for the 
measure was not expected for at least 
two weeks and probably not until mid- 
March.

“ I ’m involved in geology.” the 
geology teacher at Cabrillo High 
School rem arked. “ I teach 
earthquake stuff and I know what 
kind of structures are safer.” 


The house w ill have three 
bathrooms and four bedrooms and 
each bedroom will have at least 12 
feet of closet space. The kitchen will 
have 32 feet of counter space within 10 
feet of walking distance. 


You can just see Whitmire, his wife 
Cathy and their sons. Nathan. 11, and 
Nikolus. 8. sitting around the sunken 
fireplace area, playing Monopoly or 
reading together as a fat moon shines 
through the large front windows. 


“ We don’t own a television. We’ve 
found out that is bad news.” he said. 


Whitmire feels that books, games 
and having friends over is better than 
parking before the boob tube. 


Last year, he worked four jobs (not 
all at the same time) to make ends 
meet The income from the flower 
seed and fruit crops, plus the money 
saved by owning cows for milk and 
steers for beef, will eliminate the 
need for jobs other than his teaching 
job. 
“ I want to come home to them.” he 
noted and pointed to his boys who 
were making a game out of some lit­ 
tle job their father had assigned them 
to do 


“ If you don’t stick with them in 
their early teens, you’ll lose them.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A White 
House spokesman indicated today that 
President Ford will probably veto the $6 
billion House passed public service job 
program when it reaches his desk. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said a 
White House analysis of the bill places 
the cost at $7.2 billion, rather than $6 
billion, over a 20-month period. 
He said there had not been “ much time 
to analyze” the legislation which was 
sent to the Senate Tuesday. But he said 
Ford had noted the vote in the House — 
239 to 154 — was close and less than the 
two thirds needed to override a veto. 
Nessen said the close vote indicated 
that “ members of Congress” are beginn­ 
ing to tune in to his views on “ fiscal 
responsibilities.” 
The President plans to veto a separate 
$6.2 billion public works bill on Friday 
before he departs on a Florida campaign 
swing. 
The House voted Tuesday to expand 
the public service job program from 
320,000 persons to 600,000 and continue it 
through the next fiscal year. 


At present, the federal government 
pays state and local governments to hire 
workers they could not otherwise afford. 
The 280,000 jobs, which backers say the 
new bill would create, would be mostly 
outside government — in non-profit com­ 
munity groups, colleges and Indian 
tribes. The jobs would involve specific 
projects such as neighborhood cleanup, 
planting trees, making bicycle paths, fix­ 
ing up public housing or painting school 
classrooms. 
The White House did not immediately 
say what Ford thinks of the new bill, but 
many House Republicans fought it. 
They argued that public service jobs 
have been a “ bailout” for local govern­ 
ments. which lay off employes and then 
rehire them with federal funds. They 
said the bill, costing $1.2 billion at the 
start, could eventually cost $7 billion. 
Rep. Albert H. Quie, R-Minn., said 
studies show such jobs often go to 
persons who don’t need them. And he

William and Emily Harris who have ac­ 
cused her of lying about her life with 
them, turned down a chance to testify 
against her, prosecutor James L. Brown­ 
ing Jr. said today.

“ It would be error for the government 
to call the Harrises,” he told Carter 
“ But the government has offered to their 
attorney the opportunity to have the 
Harrises testify in this case, and he has 
turned *t down.” 
The Harrises Tuesday denounced as 
“ absurd” the newspaper heiress’ story 
of being raped and beaten while a cap­ 
tive and said her testimony about her life 
underground was “ a series of lies.” 
A three-day hearing on the admis­ 
sibility of evidence held with the jury out 
of the courtroom drew to a close with 
Browning and chief defense counsel F. 
Lee Bailey making legal arguments 
Bailey said admission of the evidence 
would be 
“ proving what the 
revolutionaries want.” 
“ What we have on display here is a 
successful formula for terrorist ac­ 
tivities,” he said. “ One ought not to be 
penalized in this way for no greater of­ 
fense than to be dragged kicking and 
screaming from one’s own home by a 
bunch of crazy people, two of whom 
refuse to’testify here.”

He said the evidence presented with 
the jury out of the court, including Miss 
Hearst’s testimony, does not support the 
contention she was “ in great fear of 
bodily harm or death.” 


The prosecutor said Miss Hearst’s 
behavior in the bank was not consistent 
with the claim of duress.

Ag preserve 
changes 
sought 


A request that the Local 
Agency Formation Commission 
(LAFCO) take action to allow 
cities to more easily obtain the 
privilege of not being bound by 
agricultural preserve contracts 
upon annexation of rural lands 
has been made by Lompoc City 
Attorney Alan Davidson 
Davidson’s request will come 
before the commission at its 
Feb. 26 meeting in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Davidson explained that 
formerly a city could "protest" 
a Williamsop Act (land conser­ 
vation program) contract thus 
automatically insuring the city 
would not be bound by the pact 
upon a n n e x a tio n of the 
property. 
But a change sin the law 
requires cities to "dbtain the 
privilege of not being bound" by 
the contract only after a hear­ 
ing before LAFCO, he said. 
He said it is his purpose at 
this time to "encourage LAFCO 
to adopt a rule that will allow 
the city in all but rare instances 
to readily and easily obtain the 
privilege of not being bound by 
the contract upon annexation." 
Davidson stressed that if 
p ro p e rty w as to rem ain 
agricultural, it should not be an­ 
nexed to a city. 
Usually, he added. LAFCO 
would not approve annexation 
of prime agricultural land to a 
city.

Big debate 
on Medicare 
payments 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford’s proposal to 
limit Medicare payments — 
both to patients and to hospitals 
- is undergoing predictably 
sharp debate in a House Ways 
and Means subcommittee. 
David Mathews, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
was to take the stand today to 
present administration argu­ 
ments for Medicare reform and 
to answer arguments the ctmi- 
mittee heard Tuesday from 
hospital and doctor organiza­ 
tions who claimed the result 
would be higher health costs for 
everyone 
“Hospitals are victims, not 
creators^, of in fla tio n a ry 
trends.’’ said John Alexander 
McMahon, president of the 
7.000-member American Hospi­ 
tal Association. He said enact­ 
ment of Ford’s plan would force 
hospitals either to raise rates to 
all patients or to cut back ser­ 
vices. 
Ford wants to cut in half the 
rate of health care inflation in 
Medicare health insurance for 
the aged by refu sin g to 
recognize increases of more 
num T per cent In hospital bills 
or 4 per cent in doctor bills. 
Such suggestions ignore eco­ 
nomic realities, said Dr. Ray­ 
mond Holden, chairman of the 
American Medical Associa­ 
tion’s board of trustees. 
“Some health facilities could 
face bankruptcy,” he said. 
“Certainly many of those in­ 
stitutions currently experienc­ 
ing financial difficulties will 
find their programs in jeopardy 


“In addition, costs wcnild be 
increased for non-Medicare 
patients.” 
But the two associations split 
on 4he question of how to 
finance Ford’s plan to protect 
the aged and disabled against 
“catastrophic” medical costs. 
Ford wants to assure that no 
Medicare recipient pays more 
than $500 a year for hospital or 
nursing home bills nor more 
than $250 for doctor bills, 
benefiting an estimated three 
million persons. 
To do this, he would require 
the 25 million elderly and dis­ 
abled persons eligible for 
Medicare to pay net additional 
out-of-pocket costs of $1.3 
billion next year toward their 
health care. 
“ ... We are sure that a better 
system of financing this change 
can be found and we believe 
that general revenues offer the 
most equitable source,” Mc­ 
Mahon testified. 
Holden replied that “there 
must be better ways” than us­ 
ing general tax revenues to in­ 
crease Medicare benefits.

New postal 
jump predicted 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Tlie 
rate for mailing a first class let­ 
ter could jump to 23 cents by 
1981 if the federal government 
fails to approve a U.S. Postal 
Service subsidy, a senior assis­ 
tant postmaster general said 
Tuesday 
“The Postal Service’s finan­ 
cial position is grave,” V. P. 
Conway said at a news con­ 
ference. 
“This year the outlook is 
again bleak. D espite the 
December rate increase (to 13 
cents for first class mail), the 
(operational) deficit is ex­ 
pected to be about $1.4 billion 
during the current fiscal year.” 
Conway, who deals with 
employes and labor relations, 
also predicted another two-cent 
hike in postal rates by next year 
if no suteidy is approved. 
Addressing the Postal Cus­ 
tomers Council, he said the ser­ 
vice’s operating deficit for 
fiscal 1974 was $438 million and 
for 1975, $989 million. 
He said service officials were 
vising the 100 largest cities in 
the nation to discuss money 
problems the service faced. He 
blamed the problems on double 
digit inflation, recession and 
the Postal Rate Commission’s 
lengthy deliberations on higher 
postal rates.

W hile tw o c o n g re ssm e n 
debated whether the names of 
reporters, who collaborated 
with the CIA should be made 
public, a CBS news correspon­ 
dent said two such individuals 
have been identified by Sig 
MickelsOT, former CBS vice 
president in charge of news 
operations. 
Appearing Tuesday on the 
CBS evening news with Walter 
Cronkite, correspondent Daniel 
Schorr quoted Mickelson as 
saying both Frank Kearns, a 
part-tim e correspondent in 
Cairo in 1956, and Austin 
Goodrich, who held a similar 
job in Stockholm in 1954, “had 
CIA connections” 


Upon h earing the news, 
Kearns, now a professor of 
journalism at the University of 
West Virginia, denied he ever 
worked for or was ever ap­ 
proached by the CIA. 


“ All the years I was a CBS 
staff correspondent I never had 
anything whatsoever, in any 
way. place or time, to do with 
the CIA or any other intelli­ 
gence agency,” Kearns said in 
Morgantown, W.VA.. 
Earlier in the day. Chairman 
O tis P ik e of th e H ouse 
Intelligence Committee told 
reporters he opposes public 
identification of correspondents 
and 
m edia o ffic ia ls , who 
collaborated with the CIA. 
“They would be subject to 
harm, ridicule and perhaps 
worse,” the New York Demo­ 
crat said “ I’m not a believer in 
publishing names.” 
He acknowledged that with­ 
holding the names of individual 
journalists and organizations, 
who had associations with the 
CIA. would cause suspicions to 
linger among reporters. 
“That is a concern,” he said, 
“but it would not be enough to 
make me favor publishing.”

Miss Hearst testified Monday 
at her bank robbery trial in San 
Francisco that the Scotts, Scot­ 
t’s parents and others moved 
her to and from Pennsylvania 
while she was a fugitive. 
Scott had said that on advice 
of his attorney he and his wife 
had decided against being 
photographed or commenting 
on the Hearst trial. 


Miss Hearsl testified that 
Scott and his parents drove her 
to the Pennsylvania farmhouse 
to be reunited with William and 
Emily Harris, members of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
awaiting trial in Los Angeles on 
various state charges. 
U. S. Attorney John Cottone 
said in Harrisburg Monday that 
Miss Hearst’s testimony con­ 
firmed what the government 
suspected.

Den Uyl Tuesday named a 
three-man commission to con­ 
duct an official government in­ 
vestigation of the allegations, 
denied by Queen Juliana’s 64- 
yea r-old husband 
But members of parliament 
complained the panel, expected 
to report on the case in six 
weeks, does not have the power 
to conduct criminal investiga­ 
tions or to interropte witnes­ 
ses under oath. 
Den Uyl said Sunday the 
government believed Bernhard 
was the “high Dutch official” 
referred to in U S. congression­ 
al testimony by a Lockheed ex­ 
ecutive as receiving $1.1 million 
for helping sell company air­ 
craft. 
Den Uyl said Tuesday a 
criminal investigation “calls 
for suspicion of guilt of a penal 
offense This suspicion is not 
sufficient (in this case).” 
He said the governm ent 
counted on the “cooperation of 
everybody” to ensure the in­ 
vestigation’s success. 
Spokesmen for den Uyl’s 
Labor Party and the Radical 
Party called for public debate 
on the committee report, but 
den Uyl warned the findings 
might have to remain confiden­ 
tial 
In Tokyo, the Japanese

Rescue workers still struggle 
to find victims of earthquake

Guatemala — One week after a 
deadly earthquake rocked this 
Central American nation, res­ 
cue workers still struggled to 
reach victims and survivors in 
rem ote, m ountain areas. A 
g o v e rn m e n t sp o k e sm a n 
predicted the final death toll 
may reach 25,000. 
International aid — including 
urgently needed food and 
medical supplies — has helped 
alleviate some of the most 
crucial problems in populous 
regions. But officials have not 
been able to reach many 
isolated villages, where thou­ 
sands may still be buried in the 
debris of their shattered homes. 
Although the govemmentsaid 
the official death toll stood at 
17,032, presidential spokesman 
Guillermo Estrada said Tues­ 
day, “The final death toll will 
be somewhere between %,000 
and 25,000.” 
The government asked the 
United States to send in e i^ t 
two-man Green Beret teams 
from the Special Forces unit 
stationed in the Panama Canal 
Zone to help search for victims 
in isolated mountain areas. 
The teams — consisting of a 
paramedic and a ccnnmunica- 
tions specialist — will be 
lowered from helicopters into 
villages that are inaccessible 
by road. 
The state of Alabama has 
donated a 200-bed disaster 
hospital to be installed in the 
southern city of Culapa as a 
recovery center for the 20,000 
injured from nearby Chimal- 
tenango. the hardest hit area in 
Guatemala. 
Another 9,000 persons died in 
Chimalt^ango, about 40 miles 
west of the capital. 
(In Washington, the World 
Service Unit of the Seventh-Day 
Adventist Church said it had 
received a report that 3.400 
children were orphaned by the 


quakes and government offi­ 
cials were seeking adoptive 
parents in Uie United States.) 
In Guatemala City, block 
vigilante squads armed with 
chains, pistols and shotguns 
guard^ damaged and aban­ 
doned homes. 


Assistance rolls 


increase in Dec. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
number of Californians on 
public assistance rolls in­ 
creased by 42,302 during 
December to total 2.6 millimi, 
state welfare officials reported 
Tuesday. 
More than 1.4 million persons 
received assistance in the Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children program, a jump of 
9,081 from November, the 
D ir im e n t of Benefit Pay- 
m«its said. 
A spokesman said the in­ 
crease reflected the normal 
winter rise in caseloads. 
A total of $127.2 million was 
spent for the month in the needy 
children program. 
Blind, aged and disabled 
recipients numbered 660,788, 
nearly 5,000 more than in 
November. Receiving general 
home re lie f w ere 51,899 
persons, an increase of 202. 
Receiving food stamps alone 
were 489,874, a 6.1 per cent in­ 
crease. 


21 indicted 
for smuggling 


PHOENIX. Ariz. (UPI) - A 
federal grand jury at Phoenix 
has indicted 21 persons in con­ 
nection with an alleged cocaine 
smuggling ring based in Colum­ 
bia and headed by a group of 
Italian businessmen. 
The U.S Drug Enforcement 
Administration said the ring 
was one of the largest operating 
in the country in 1974 and’75and 
smuggled as much as 250 
pounds of cocaine into the 
United States each month. 
Two of the alleged rin- 
glea(krs. Pietro Tirasso, an 
Italian who operates plastics 
factories and restaurants in 
Columbia, and his business as­ 
sociate, Tito Lombana, were 
arrested in New York. 
Tirasso and Lombana were 
indicted Jan. 10 in Phoenix on 
charges of conspiracy to im­ 
port, possess with intent to dis­ 
tribute and distribution of 
cocaine. Both were being held 
in Phoenix in lieu of $100,000 
bond. 
Agents said they learned of 
the ring last May when they 
arrested three couriers at 
Phoenix Sky Harbor Interna­ 
tional Airport.

Tuesday included University of 
Arizona student Eunice Marie 
Ganteaume of Tucson; licensed 
pilot Ruben Oscar Sanchez, also 
of Tucson; W illiam John 
Harrison, a former Arizona 
State University teacher, Mi­ 
chael Maiello of Tempe, an 
ASU student and licensed pilot, 
and John Lee H oobler of 
Tempe. 
Harrison, a British subject, 
taught foreign languages at 
ASU from 1966 until his con­ 
tract was terminated in 1971 for 
failing to obtain a doctorate 
degree.

Lee guilty 


of murder 


SAN LUIS OBISPO (UPI) - 
Patrick Lee. 20. was found 
guilty Tuesday of first degree 
murder for shooting an old 
friend who taunted him about 
beating his stepmother. 


While Lee was on trial for the 
killing of the friend. Albert 
Kodak. 21. he was charged with 
murder in the deaths of his 
stepmother, who died of inju­ 
ries blamed on the beating, and 
Howard “ Mike” O’Daniels. an 
advertising executive. 


Kodak, a friend of Lee’s since 
high school, was shot in the 
head with a 32-caliber pistol on 
a mountain trail near Lopez 
Lake in south San Luis Obispo 
County last August. 


The prosecution maintained 
that Kodak had taunted Lee 
about beating his stepmother, 
Thelma Lee, with a meat 
tenderizing mallet so severely 
that she had to be hospitalized. 
Lee warned Kodak to shut up 
and shot him when he did not, 
the prosecution said 
Mrs Lee was beaten in July 
in the trailer home at Oceano 
she shared with Lee. She did not 
die until Dec 30 O’Daniels’ 
body was found off U-.S. 101 in 
Pismo Beach last June, shot 
twice in the head 


Lee pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity to the killing 
of Kodak The same jury that 
found Lee guilty of killing 
Kodak must now decide the 
sanity issue

Embassy installs shields 
to protect U.S. diplomats 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Workmen 
have begun installing wire 
mesh screens on windows at the 
U S. Embassy, apparently to 
shield American diplomats and 
their families from possibly 
harmful microwaves beamed at 
the building by Soviet agents 
Despite freezing tem ­ 
peratures. workmen have spent 
the past several days unsealing 
dozens of double-glazed win­ 
dows in the nine-story embassy 
and placing mesh on the out­ 
side. diplomats said. 
Visitors said the screens ap­ 
peared to be the standard 
variety used to keep out insects 
Presumably the screens would 
deflect or at least interfere 
with any waves directed at the 
windows. 
There was no official com­ 
ment on the purpose of the 
screens, but their appearance 
in mid-winter coincided with 
news reports the building was 
being subjected to microwave 
radiation. 
The reports said Soviet in­ 
telligence agents were using 
the waves to listen to conversa­ 
tions in the embassy, to ac­ 
tivate hidden listening devices 
or perhaps to counteract 
American debugging equip­ 


ment. 
Officials told members of the 
American community Tuesday 
they faced no “ significant 
danger” from microwave 
radiation in those parts of the 
embassy frequented by nondi­ 
ploma tic personnel — such as 
the snack bar or nursery 
But the officials refused to 
reply when asked if this meant 
there was danger to those who 
frequented other, more secure 
parts of the embassy. 
They did say. however, that a 
technician had begun reviewing 
medical records of embassy 
staff and their families and had 
begun taking white blood cell 
counts of personnel, although 
the exact effect of microwave 
radiation on the human body is 
not known. 
No diplomats have left the 
Soviet Union in the past 10 
months for medical reasons 
connected with radiation, they 
said. 
Despite making these dis­ 
closures, the officials refused 
to discuss any details of the 
microwaves — such as when or 
how they had been detected, 
what sort of counts, if any. had 
been registered or where the 
waves were coming from.

President Ford says Ronald 
Reagan doesn’t have the ex­ 
perience needed to run the 
government Reagan says Ford 
doesn’t have a coherent foreign 
policy 
While the two GOP presiden­ 
tial contenders traded salvos 
Tuesday, Democrats George 
Wallace and Jimmy Carter 
sparred over who will do better 
in the March 9 Florida primary. 
Reagan, speaking in New 
Hampshire, outlined his objec­ 
tions to administration foreign 
policy. “ One wonders if we 
even have a foreign policy, for 
it is impossible to detect a 
coherent global view,” he said. 
Ford, who signed a $112 3 
billion defense appropriations 
bill Tuesday, said his foreign 
policy is based on three words: 
“ Peace through strength.” 
“ ... We will not prevail in 
this prospective struggle with 
the enemies of freedom, big or 
small, by wanning over the old 
rhetoric of the cold war ... We 
will win this struggle — we are 
winning it - by the patience 
and painstaking pursuit of our 
own national interest through 
continuing my present policy of 
peace through strength.” 
In Boston, Carter, despite his 
previous predictions he would 


beat Wallace in Florida, said 
Tuesday maybe he won’t. 
But he contended “ Florida is 
a much more crucial test of 
Wallace than it is me He’s got 
to prove in order to be a viable 
candidate with a chance to win 
that he’s picking up strength 
rather than losing strength ” 


When the voting is over. 
Carter said, “ The nation will 
know Wallace is weaker now 
than he was in 1972. even though 
he might possibly come in 
first.” 
Monday, Wallace said Carter 
was “ lowering his sights ... 


Before he was saying flatly he’d 
beat George Wallace. Now he’s 
saying he’ll do better than 
Hubert Humphrey did against 
me in 1972 in Florida.”

Deputy Mayor Maurice Weiner, 
found guilty by a Municipal 
Court jury Tuesday night of 
lewd conduct on a charge he 
fondled an undercover police­ 
man in a sex theater, says he 
will appeal, charging the judge 
kept “ vital information” from 
the jury.

Weiner. Bradley’s top aide, 
took a leave of absence after his 
arrest Oct. 17. 
He now faces a sentence of up 
to six months in jail and a $500 
fine. As a convicted sex of­ 
fender, the law requires him to 
register with the police depart­ 


ment in any city he lives in. 
Sentencing was scheduled for 
March 1. 
Municipal Court Judge David 
Kennick ordered “ vital infor­ 
mation withheld from the jury, 
which we think will cause our 
being upheld on appeal.” 
Weiner said. “ We have every 
hope and expectation we will 
win on appeal.” 
He would not say what the in­ 
formation was.

A new service to Santa Ynez 
Valley agriculturists — prin­ 
cipally wine growers — will be 
placed in operation by the 
National Weather Service next 
week with the establishment of 
a spring frost warning district. 
This was announced by 
agricultural 
meteorologist 
Wilbur T Shigehara of the NWS 
office in Santa Maria at a 
luncheon meeting yesterday of 
the Santa Ynez Valley Farm 
Bureau Center at the Red Barn 
in Santa Ynez. 
Shigehara, who was accom­ 
panied to the session by Clayton 
K. Call, m eteorologist in 
charge of the Santa Maria of­ 
fice of the NWS, told the group 
he had come to the Santa Maria 
post after three years of similar 
work in the Modesto area where 
he worked very closely with 
viticulturists 
He said establishment of the 
frost district service in the 
Santa Ynez Valley will result in 
a greater rapport between the 
NWS and growers of the area. 
Shigehara, who said he will 
strive for accuracy, com­ 
mented that the Santa Ynez 
Valley-Lompoc Valley areas 
were among the most difficult 
areas to forecast because of 
their proximity to the ocean. 
He said the frost warning ser­ 
vice may be extended this year 
to include Lompoc and Zaca 
and Lake Marie areas. At the 
present time, Shigehara will 
perform his duties during a 
p erio d e x te n d in g from 
November through May. 
Hopefully, he added, the ser­ 
vice may be expanded to a year- 
round basis to provide informa­ 
tion to other ranchers who raise 
hay and other crops in which 


the role of weather plays a 
prominent part

He emphasized, too, that

located He stressed, too. the 
importance of growers using 
accurate thermometers 


Success of the program, he 
said, was dependent on the 
reliability of the thermometers 
placed by ranchers in their 
orchards. Shigehara said with 
the start of the program, he 
would regularly check the ther­ 
mometers for accuracy

for elderly residents 


WASHINGTON <U P I> - 
California supplanted New 
York in 1975 as the leading state 
r e s id e n c e 
of 
e ld e r ly 
Americans, according to the 
Census Bureau. 
In 1970. the bureau said Tues­ 
day. New York ranked first 
with 1.951.000 citizens aged 65 
or older and California was se­ 
cond with 1,792.000. 
Last year, it said, California 
had 2.056.000 senior citizens and 
New York 2.030.000 The figures 
show ed one of ev ery 11 
Americans aged 65 or over lived 
in California during 1975. 


Nearly half of Am erica’s 
senior citizens lived last year in 
seven states which accounted 
for about 42 per cent of the 
nation's estimated population 
of 213 million. Census said. 
Besides California and New 
York, those states were Penn­ 
sylvania with 1,377.000; Florida 
1.347.000; Texas 1.158.000. Il­ 
lin ois 
1,153,000 and Ohio 
1.066.000. 


The report said Florida still 
has the highest percentage of 
senior citizens, with one in 
every six Floridians aged 65 or 
over. 


But the number of younger 
Florida residents increased in 
1975 along with a general in­ 
crease throughout the southern 
region.

House can do to com bat 
overseas commercial payoffs 
and is himself “leaning toward 
establishing a Cabinet-level 
committee to review the prac­ 
tices of American corporations 
in this area and to review the 
applicable laws." 
Earlier there had been little 
apparent indication of adminis­ 
tration concern with the disclo­ 
sures of bribery and kickbacks 
on foreign contracts 
Oh Capitol Hill, Sen Frank 
Church, D-ldaho, chairman of 
the subcommittee that revealed 
many of Lockheed’s foreign 
payoffs last week, called for an 
international conference on 
commercial bribery. 
“We want to be the first 
government to take action to 


prevent any such payoffs in the 
future,” Church said. “ Perhaps 
that would lead foreign govern­ 
ments to take similar action ” 
Disclosures of Lockheed's

It is particularly frustrating 
to witness five demonstrably in­ 
telligent and sincere individuals 
arrive at a unanimous decision 
so absurdly short-sighted in 
regard to future enrollment 
projections and so insensitively 
discriminatory to the children 
served by these two schools. 
If several hundred children 
are to be no longer entitled to 
the many benefits afford by 
their attending schools within 
safe walking distance of their 
homes; if their parents are to 
suffer the inevitable decline in 
the value of their homes; if 
Clarence Ruth and Hapgood 
Schools' 
p la y g ro u n d s , 
lunchrooms, libraries and clas­ 
srooms are to be filled to 
capacity with the inevitable 
loss to the learning en­

the public had been invited only 
for formality, then I could have 
understood the decision. But in 
a democratic society, where 
the will of the people was to 
keep the elementary schools 
open, and the number of people 
present wanted to do something 
for their community and 
become involved in the future 
of the neighborhood school con­ 
cept, only to have this involve­ 
ment turned into ridicule by our 
school board, I lost my faith in 
our democratic society at that 
meeting. 
When I confronted two of the 
school board members after the 
meeting and asked them, “Why 
did you go to the trouble to call 
a hearing on this closing of the 
schools when your decision to 
close Miguelito and La Mesa 
had been made prior to 
tonight's meeting?” the reply 
was, “Oh, bat you are wrong! 
We didn’t even consider our 
decision until we had heard the 
comments from the people here 
tonight!” I further questioned 
them asking, “ Then if you real­ 
ly listened to what was said, 
didn’t you hear that 96% of the 
comments made tonight voiced 
the opinion that the schools 
should stay open and other 
places could be found to save 
money rather than by forcing 
children to go to larger elemen­ 
tary schools?" The answer to 
this was “We don’t make our 
decisions on the few people who 


happen to come to a school 
board meeting Our mail at 
home is running about 10 to 1 
for closing the schools ” When 
further questioned about 
my 
chances of seeing that mail, 
they stated, “Our decision has 
been made, you had your fair 
chance to speak, now please 
just let us get on our way!” 
In other words, these five 
board members have no written 
evidence of any kind for making 
the decision they have made 
regarding the closing of two 
elementary schools. Yet they 
claim they have this evidence 
They also keep telling the 
public that the taxpayers want 
the schools to close When 600 to 
700 taxpayers come to a public 
meeting and 
tell the School 
Board that we don't want to 
close the schools in order to 


save money and the Board 
makes a decision based on “the 
silent majority" then there Is 
certainly something “drastical­ 
ly wrong in Denmark!” 
Most people in Lompoc will 
recall not too long ago, the City 
Council made a decision to take 
down the Missile, near the 
Grefo Plant. As a result of a 
group of concerned residents 
protesting the quick decision to 
take down this landmark, the 
council then decided to 
thoroughly investigate the 
safety factors of leaving the 
Missile standing, the cost for 
repainting it, and reversed the 
original decision. I was one of 
the concerned residents to 
protest the taking down of this 
landmark. After six months, 
the City Council then presented 
a report that confirmed the best 


move would be to take down the 
Missile at this time and look for 
another one to replace it. I ra s 
pleased with the final action of 
our elected officials because 
they at least listened to the 
public and made their decision 
on researched proof that this 
was the best solution to this 
problem 
How about it School Board 
Members? Are you willing to 
reconsider your decision about 
closing the two schools? Or if

A solution to 


baseball hassle: 


set players free

NEW YORK (UPI) - This fellow is a big league pitcher, 
he has been around awhile, and if he had to be perfectly 
honest, he’d tell you 1975 wasn’t exactly a vintage year for 
him. 
If he was leveling with you completely, he’d have to go a 
little further and confess he has been up six years now and 
never has had the kind of year he’ll be able to boast about to 
his grandchildren. Closest he ever came to that was his first 
season up when he finished barely a shade this side of .500. 
Last summer, he failed to win as many as a dozen games. 
He lost a half dozen more than he won and his earned run 
average was closer to five runs a game than it was to four, so 
he wasn't the least bit shocked upon noticing he didn't get 
any votes at all for the Cy Young Award. 
He did a slow burn, though, when he received his 1976 con­ 
tract not long ago and saw where the figures written in it 
were the same as last season. He sat right down and fired off 
a blistering letter to the ball club threatening—get this—to 
play out his option unless he received an $11,000 raise He 
probably breaks it down to $10,000 for that exciting perfor­ 
mance of his last summer plus an extra $1,000 for being 
ready to do it all over again in this, a bicentennial year. 
There is no intention here of embarrassing the pitcher by 
identifying him, but this is to let him know that his “threat” 
of playing out his option elicited from management the hope 
he would not forget his promise at the end of the coming 
season. 
The majority of major league owners feel they have gone 


as far as they can go insofar as agreeing to the players’ 
salary demands During that period when they had the 
benefit of the reserve clause and wanted so much to retain it, 
the owners understandably were willing to make concessions 
to the players, hoping to maintain the status quo and retain 
their unique advantage 
Now that it’s gone, the owners feel they have nothing more 
to lose 
For once they’re united in common purpose. There is no 
“gentlemen’s agreement” amor *? them that I can see— 
there doesn t have to be when they feel they’re fighting for 
their very existence—yet it is significant that free agent 
Andy Messersmith, playing golf in California, has not been 
approached by a single club bent upon signing him. What 
happens if no one does? What do you think happens? He goes 
back with the same club he was so intent upon winning his 
freedom from—the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
Traditionally, spring training officially opens March 1. It 
may get under way late this year and then again it could 
start on time through some sudden compromise because the 
last thing either side wants is a strike. Both sides know how 
resentful the public would be 
So eager are the owners and players to reach some kind of 
written agreement — they’ve been operating without one for 
more than a month now—a meeting between them was held 
Sunday night hoping to put together some kind of working 
formula before today's special meeting of the major league 
owners alone 


Lately, I’ve been giving the player-owner problem a good 
deal of thought, and being unilaterally in favor of making 
everybody happy, I couldn’t help but think it might not be a 
bad idea at all to provide every ballplayer with what he 
wants m ost-his free agency Declare them all free agents 
You know what would happen then? A lot of the same 
players who were so unhappy about being tied down before 
now would suddenly become unhappy about being free. Too 
free. Many of them I suspect would wind up signing for 
considerably less than they’ve been getting and a number 
might not even get jobs at all. Supply and demand, you know. 
In all this tug-of-war between the owners and players in 
every sport, in all this resorting to arbitrators and the 
courts, I think there’s a general tendency to overlook the 
most important Individual of all— you. the fan. 
“There’s no question that inevitably the final arbitrator m 
conflicts of this sort is the fan,” offers Bob Woolf, the 
exceptionally capable sports’ attorney. 
“ When he can’t afford to go to the games anymore because 
ticket prices have been raised too high, when he stops 
watching tv because his interest has been turned off by all this 
litigation, then you’re not going to have a viable sports in­ 
dustry The whole sports’ industry, owners and players alike, 
had better start paying more attention to the fans’ interest. ” 
I’d have to say negotiators had better start, too. You can 
negotiate to the point of getting everything settled perfectly 
and then discover everybody left some time ago because 
nobody cared anymore how the whole thing came out.

Mittermaier wins another 


INNSBRUCK (UP) — Rosi Mittermaier became the first 
double Alpine gold medalist of the 12th Winter Olympics to­ 
day when she captured the women’s special ski slalom to go 
with her downhill victory of last Sunday. 
Lindy Cochran of Richmond. Vt.. was the best placed 
American finisher in sixth place. Mary Seaton of Hancock. 
Mich., who was promoted in midseason from the Can-Am 
team, was 10th, while downhill bronze medalist Cindy Nelson 
of Lutsen. Minn., finished 13th. Of the 41 starters, only 17 
were classified at the finish. The others missed gates or fell. 
Mittermaier. the 25-year-old World Cup leader who is 
enjoying her best ever season in nine years of top racing and 
appearing in her third Olympics, had an aggregate time of 1 
minute 30 54 seconds after heat runs,of 46.77 and 43.77. 
respectively, down the 1.315-foot course on Birjitzkoepfl 
mountain, which had a vertical drop of 590-feet. The first 
course had 51 gates and the second. 50. 
Claudia Giordani of Italy finished second, 33-100ths of a se­ 
cond behind the winner, while world champion Hanny 
Wenzel won Lichtenstein its first ever Winter Games medal 
by taking the bronze in a time of 1:32.20. 
Lindy Cochran was attempting to keep the championship 
in the family. Her sister. Barbara, won at Sapporo four years 
ago. But Lindy had trouble in the middle of both courses and 
was forced to take gates wide and lost vital fractions of a se­ 
cond. She was seventh after the first run and moved up one 
place in the second to finish with an aggregate time of 
1:33.24. 
Nelson never was a factor. She was steady but never really 
attacked the course and finished in 1:37.33. Special slalom is 
not her favorite Alpine type of skiing. 
Young Abbi Fisher. 18, of South Conway. N.H., fell in the 
first heat and reinjured the knee which kept her out of racing 
since Jan. 21. 
The race was run with snow falling most of the time and 
U.S. team officials said the tracks were what New Eng­ 
landers call a “ frozen river.” icy and rutted.

Says state study 
Girls' sports unequal 1 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Califor­ 
nia high school girls have far less 
opportunity than boys to participate 
in school sports programs, ac­ 
cording to a state Education Depart­ 
ment study, 
Wilson Riles, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, Tues­ 
day said the study found girls’ 
programs throughout the state are 
restricted by low levels of funding, 
gate receipts, coaching supervision 
and coaching pay. 
The study, prepared at the request 
of the legislature, involved male and 
female athletic coordinators at 473 
of the state’s 700 high schools. 
It showed the average high school 
spends $14,227 a year on boys’ in­ 
terscholastic athletic programs, 
compared to $3,271 for girls’ 
programs. It said boys’ events draw 
17.618 paving spectators a year at 


the average school while girls’ 
events drew only 873. 
The average boys’ coach is paid 
$505 per sport in extra pay for 
coaching while the average girls’ 
coach received $343, according to 
the study. The average school 
provided 21 coaches for boys’ sports 
and seven for girls and fielded 
teams in 11 sports for boys and eight 
for girls. 
To equalize athletic oppor­ 
tunities, Riles said the department 
recommended special encourage­ 
ment be given to girls to participate 
in athletics, equal opportunity be 
provided for boys’ and girls’ 
programs to earn gate receipts, 
which play a major part in financing 
athletics, and changes be made in 
school district pay practices to 
equalize the pay of boys’ and girls' 
coaches for like work.

board’s decision to close two 
neighborhood schools will af­ 
fect only those children living in 
the areas of those schools 
closed. This is not true! The 
decision to close these two 
schools w ill affect many 
children now, and if allowed to 
stand, will affect the whole dis­ 
trict in the future! 
The movement of children to 
other schools is not as simple as 
the board and administration 
would have us all believe. For 
example: (1) Transferring 
children to Ruth school means 
30 of the children now attending 
Ruth must be sent to yet 
another school in order to make 
room for the children from 
Miguelito. (2) With proposed 
"regrouping,” Ruth will be 
filled to within 20 students of 
capacity THIS FALL, leaving 
virtually no allowance for 
growth. (3) Hapgood school will 
quickly approach a student pop­ 
ulation of 800 children. An 
elementary school this large is 
NOT an educational advantage! 
The decrease in quality of 
education at Hapgood will af­ 
fect not only those students 
from Miguelito, but also those 
presently attending Hapgood. 
(4) Included in the proposal to 
close Miguelito is the dispersal 
of the children in the Honors 
program, but not just that por­ 
tion of the program at 
Miguelito It is proposed to 
move ALL Honors classes 
(including those at Westwings) 
to Hapgood. This program has 
been moved from one school to 
another for a total of five times 
since its initiation several years 
ago. (5) The proposed closing of 
schools may also mean again 
shuffling the children who live 
at FCI. They have also been 
shifted from school to school 
for years. 
It becomes obvious that the 
school board and administra­ 
tion are not dealing with 
children, but rather with 
numbers. Our children are be­ 
ing treated as though they are a 
"side issue,” and a rather un­ 
important one at that, to the 
purpose of running a $17 million 
a year business! If we allow 
this philosophy to continue, we 
will be doing our children a 
great disservice. SCHOOLS

Velvet chair needs

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would appreciate hearing about a 
way 1 could clean an olive green velvet chair. — MRS. 
R.L.C. 
DEAR MRS. R.L.C. — and the many others who have 
asked about cleaning velvet covered upholstered fur­ 
niture — Personally I feel that home cleaning of velvet 
covered upholstered furniture is asking for trouble. I 
would NEVER shampoo a piece covered with velvet or 
any other pile fabric and strongly feel they should be 
professionally cleaned. Some cleaners will do this in the 
home. If it is necessary for one to do this, first open the 
windows or take the piece out of doors. Pour dry clean­ 
ing fluid into a shallow pan, dip a sponge into it, shake 
off excess fluid and go over the piece with long strokes 
making sure that each one overlaps another. The pile in 
velvet will have to be brushed up after it is dry. 
A cleaning powder might be a bit easier. When used 
sprinkle over a small area, brush in and go on to the next 
area. Leave on as long as directions say. When powder 
seems very dry remove with vacuum upholstery brush. 
Test anything to be used under a cushion or other hidden 
spot. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I hung a paper towel holder low enough for 
the kiddies to reach when they need a quick cleanup after play. 
This saves me a lot of trouble and there are not so many 
towels to launder — MARY S. 
DEAR POLLY - When I am wrapping gifts or packages I 
fold the paper where I want it cut and then tear with a letter 
opener This is quick, neat and straight.

DEAR POLLY — I have discovered a wonderful non­ 
abrasive cleaner to use on my white glass top stove. I make a 
thick paste of baking soda and water and rub off the stubborn 
stains that do occur on these stove tops. This works beautifully 
and is m ore economical than cleaners. It does not scratch and 
leaves the top white as new I also use this on the bottoms of 
my pots and sauce pans made of the same type glassware. —

The paradox is that the very rich peo­ 
ple in America who send a lot of money 
on their candidacies tend to be on the left 
side of their parties. I recall with special 
amusement (what would Marx and 
Engels have done with that one) the race 
for the governor of New York in 1958. 
The candidates were leading members of 
three of the wealthiest families in New 
York Corliss Lamont was running as a 
left-Socialist. Averell Harriman. the in­ 
cumbent. as a left-Democrat. And 
Nelson Rockefeller as a left-Republican. 
And it goes beyond the rich candidates 
who use their money to transform the 
capitalist system toward socialism. 
There are the ideological diletantes. The 
day before the decision. I was accosted 
on the street by Stewart Mott, who told 
me he had thè hot poop on what the 
Supreme Court wa» going to do; that 
among other things, the Court would dis­ 
allow the limitation on individual con­ 
tributions (it didn't). 
I told him that if that happened, begin­ 
ning tomorrow he would be a much 
poorer man. but that in his case 1 could 
not in candor regret it. He left good- 
humoredly. no doubt counting the Morris 
Udalls of this world to whom, with the 
permission of the Court, he would begin, 
the next day. sending hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars to in pursuit of his vision 
of dissipating his fortune in General 
Motors for the sake of transforming the 
United States into such a society as 
would make it impossible for a working 
man to own a car.

4. It has been unlawful for years for the 
corporations to give money, and post- 
Watergate, the courts are beginning to 
get tough about it. Obviously the restric­ 
tions should apply alike to organizations 
of any sort, including labor unions, on 
whose contributions in kind a cash value 
should be placed. Meanwhile, nothing 
very much has changed, after all this 
commotion: but Senators Buckley and 
McCarthy have been justified in their in­ 
sistence that, as drafted, the great law 
that cam e out of the crucible of 
Watergate was — unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON — For years, federal 
prosecutors have been prying into 
prospective jurors’ income tax records 
in order to tip the scales of justice in the 
government’s favor. 
The Justice Department’s access to 
the tax records permits them to screen 
out potentially hostile jurors in criminal 
tax cases. Thousands 
of unsuspecting jurors 
have been screened 
and the practice may 
h a v e 
a f f e c t e d 
hundreds of cases. 
S o m e 
I n t e r n a l 
Revenue Service of­ 
ficials became so out- 
ra ge d by the u n ­ 
fairness of the prac­ 
tice that they lodged a 
stiff complaint within 
the IRS As a result, 
the release of tax in­ 
formation to government lawyers has 
been restricted. 
But sources with intimate knowledge 
of Justice Department procedures say 
the snooping is still “widespread.” 
Here’s how it works: 
In tax cases. U.S. Attorneys often 
become close confidants with the IRS 
agents handling the investigation. The 
agent, of course, has access to tax­ 
payers’ files. 
When the pool of potential jurors is 
chosen, the names are turned over to 
both prosecutors and defense lawyers. 
The defense, at best, can only make a 
cursory check of them. 
The Justice Department, however, has 
an electronic investigator: the nearest 
terminal of the IRS computer. We have 
learned the entire jury panels of more 
than 100 names have been run through 
the IRS computer for a single trial on 
orders of government attorneys. 
When 
t here 
is t i m e , 
f o rm e r 
prosecutors have confirmed, the U.S. At­ 
torney may have an IRS crony pull an ac­ 
tual return for inspection, although there 
are strong rules against this practice. 
If a prospective juror has been recent­ 
ly audited, investigated or otherwise 
hassled by the IRS, the prosecutor can 
strike him from the panel without ex­ 
planation. This, of course, weights the 
final 12-person panel with jurors who 
have no reason to be suspicious of 
government tax procedures. 
Because the system gives this sharp 
advantage to the prosecution in jury 
selection, the end result is an unfair trial 
and the defendant’s rights are severely 
damaged. 
Footnote: A Justice Department 
spokesman told us that information can 
be legally obtained from the IRS about 
prospective jurors. He said some U.S 
Attorneys do not ask for it at all, some 
inquire about only a few jurors and some 
screen entire panels. An IRS spokesman 
said regulations only allow “yes” or 
“no” answers to whether jurors have 
been investigated. 


PANAMA PUSHER - The diplomat 
brother of Panama strongman Omar 


Torrijos has been named in a sealed U.S. 
indictment as a narcotics conspirator, 
according to federal agents. But the case 
has been buried for years. 
Now. the House International Nar­ 
cotics subcommittee, chaired by Rep. 
Lester Wolff. D-N Y , is investigating 
w h e t h e r the S t at e D e p a r t m e n t 
engineered the hushup to protect its 
Panama Canal talks with Torrijos. 
Torrijos’ 
brother, Moisés, is the 
luxury-loving Panamanian ambassador 
to Spain. If he sets foot in the U.S.. the 
agents told us. they have enough infor­ 
mation to arrest him on the spot 
His troubles stem from a 1971 U.S. 
Customs Service case. At that time, 
customs agents broke up a ring of Latin 
Americans who smuggled $100 million 
worth of heroin into the U.S., some of it 
in the suitcase of a Panamanian 
diplomat’s son. But Moisés had already 
escaped to Spain. 


Nevertheless, we were told, the dic­ 
tator’s brother was named in a federal 
grand jury indictment. But all mention 
of his name was rapidly sealed, even 
though a warrant reportedly was issued 
for his arrest. 


In 1973, the case took a bizarre turn 
when the State Department tried to 
cover up other evidence of M oises’ con­ 
nections with drugs. A narcotics agent 
had confided to Rep. John Murphy, D- 


N.Y., that Moises was a trafficker. 
The State Department forced the agent 
to sign a letter retracting the statement. 
But the infuriated Murphy put the agent 
under oath and had him reaffirm the 
charge. 
Footnote Both the State and Justice 
Departments declined official comment, 
although State Department sources in­ 
sisted there was no pressure brought to 
bear in the case. 
GM JAM — In 1973, General Motors 
said it was prepared to sell 100,000 
Buicks. Oldsmobiles and Cadillacs equip­ 
ped with air bags to test whether the 
safety devices work. But a “Catch 22” 
situation has developed. 
The test has fallen through because 
GM hasn’t sold enough air bag cars. The 
reason: they have not been advertised. 
GM told us they have done all they can 
to sell the air bag autos, but our own sur­ 
vey of 20 dealerships casts doubt on their 
statement. Not one of the 20 had an air 
bag car on the lot, and eight didn’t even 
know they were still available. Four 
recommended against the bags. 
One dealer confided honestly that “GM 
doesn’t push them because they are an 
expensive option.” Now, with only 10,000 
of the 100,000 air bag cars sold, GM is 
abandoning the experiment in 1977, barr­ 
ing federal action. None of the other auto 
makers even matched the abortive GM 
effort.

MANCHESTER, N.H. - (NEA) - 
Fred Harris, the chunky, jowly can­ 
didate of the common people, was 
holding a reception here when a genuine 
common person emerged from the 
audience to ask a question. Unfortunate­ 
ly, the commoner emerged at an inop­ 
portune time - that is, when Harris was 
too busy talking to do 
any listening. 
“Just a m inute!” 
H a r r i s 
t old 
the 
questioner sharply, 
sarcastically, 
and 
thereafter proceeded 
to give the common 
man a very common 
cold shoulder. 
It would be unfair to 
conclude from one in­ 
cident that there is a 
touch of crudity in 
f o r m e r 
S e n a t o r 
Harris’ beer and pretzels bid for the 
presidency. Yet the incident does not 
stand alone. In his zealous solicitation of 
what he calls “the everyday American,” 
Harris often equates oafishness with or­ 
dinary. He can be rude with the slow wit- 
ted. ruthless with those in honest dis­ 
agreement with him. To the extent then 
that he tries excessively to be one of 
them, candidate Harris’ idea of the com­ 
mon people seems to be that they are un­ 
civil. cantankerous, egotistic, pushy and 
quite insufferable. 
He of all the political contenders 
should know better. His campaign is 
structured as perhaps no other in 
memory to tap the spirit of the American 
citizen On the stump, Harris sleeps in 
private homes rather than motels. At his 
electioneering stops, he sometimes acts 
as chairperson, meaning he helps set up 
the sit-downs. Then there are the mul­ 
titude of young, unrelentingly common 
people working for him, for gratis, for 
long hours, for reasons they say are 
related to an almost evangelical belief 
that the nation must make better use of 
its limitless reservoir of human 
resources. 
Yet for all this familiarity with the 
people, Harris seem s unable to do 
anything but stereotype them, as did 
P.T. Bamum, in that they are important 
so far as they are numerous, otherwise 
they are rubes. At speeches he tries to 
get the audience to crowd the front seats, 
so that news photographs will not show 
empty spaces. In dialogue sessions with 
voters, he is passionate with friendly 
queries, curt with the others, and at all 
times defines dialogue as one-way com­ 
munications. As to confrontation, he can 
be abruptly rough, once reportedly tell­ 
ing a critic to “shut up and get out of 
here.” 
More than this, Harris can be insulting 
intellectually. His speeches before the 
common people suggest he views them 
as less than comprehensive. "If we take 
the rich off welfare,” he told an audience 
here, “we’ll have plenty of money to de 
what needs to be done in this country for 
everyone else.” "Most people,” he said 
later, “would be back at work if they had 
an adequate tax cut and it was coupled 
with increases for the Rockefellers and 
the John Paul Gettys.” Simplicities. 
Demogogical. But apparently he thinks 
the voters too dumb to know. 
Surprisingly, 
disappointingly, 
Fred 
Harris talks down to the common people 
with whom he so loudly aligns himself. 
He tells them that he would “wipe out 
tax loopholes,” without saying how; he 
says he would enforce strict obedience to 
antitrust laws, without mentioning the 
quantum leap in government size and 
policing powers this would beget; he 
talks of “forcing” auto companies to do 
this, of “forcing” oil companies to do 
that, of “restricting,” of “mandating,” 
of “breaking up,” without pausing to 
remember this is not Uganda but 
America. 
Assuredly, Harris is not alone in this 
kind of nonsense. Most politicos think of 
and talk to the people as if they are 
pin wheels. Yet Harris, because he 
makes so much of populism, is more 
vulnerable than most when his hypocrisy 
becomes apparent. He seems to believe 
that common people all have pot bellies, 
itchy rumps and limited intelligence. He 
has obviously been overnighting in the 
wrong private homes. 
Fred Harris might have worked in the 
1930s. He might then have convinced us 
that we’re all hicks in need of better 
direction, that dumb as we are we can 
still persevere if we learn how to read 
his name on the ballot. But this isn’t the 
1930s, John Paul Getty hasn’t a damn 
thing to do with our problems, and the 
best thing candidate Harris can do for 
his version of the common people is to 
abolish them.
